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surfactant, a terpene compound, and a light oil, where 0.5 to 20% by weight of a mixture of the 
surfactant and the terpene compound is dissolved in the light oil. Furthermore, none of the cited 
references discloses a surfactant having a solubility of at least 10 with respect to diesel fuel at 25 
°C. 

Additionally, Roberts is directed to adjuvant compositions which improve the chemical 
and physical properties of a pesticide and does not even suggest a detergent composition for 
non-aqueous washing of the inside of apetroleum refining apparatus. Furthermore, although the 
Office Action asserts that Roberts discloses sorbitan fatty acid esters, Roberts does not disclose 
or even suggest sorbitan esters having an HLB value of 1 to 10. 

For the reasons set forth above, reconsideration of the rejections with respect to new 
claim 5 is respectfully requested. 

In view of the amendment and remarks recited herein, the application is considered in 
good and proper form for allowance, and the Examiner is respectfully requested to pass this 
application to issue.
